CHANCE. 


Upon how slender a thread hangs 
■many a great 
event 
or 
series of 
ev ents in the w orld’s history? It is 
now argued that the 
present w’orld 
w a r is a sequel 
to 
the 
Napoleonic 
w ars. If the 
Napoleonic 
w ars 
had 
never taken place there could logical­ 
ly h a v e been no “sequel.” Napoleon, 
it is argued, gave the world the mili­ 
tary fever. But for the wars ot Napo­ 
leon th ere would have been no mod­ 
ern Germany. On Trafalgar was laid 
the foundaion of British naval pow 
er. 
The persistent Napoleonic idea, 
revived in the second empire, led to 
th e war of 1870 and to the advent of 
G erm any as a 
great 
world 
power. 
T he chain of historical circum stance 
is clear and logical, 
easy 
to follow 
ba<k from 1916 to Napoleon’s day. 
Yet by w’hat an infinitesimal tipping 
of the scales Napoleon himself came 
to be a factor 
in 
world 
affairs is 
clearly seen w’hen w e patiently search 
the beginning of things. 
Napoleon’s mother, Letizia Ramoli 
na, had him under her heart while in 
the field with her husband with the 
Corsican troops, 
who 
were 
fighting 
against annexation to France. When 
the Corsicans 
were 
subjugated, the 
older Bonaparte, 
still 
bitter against 
th e French conquest, w anted to emi­ 
grate to England. Letizia Bonaparte 
objected, pleading her delicate condi 
tion. She was a strong willed woman 
and her argum ents' carried the day. 
So Napoleon was born at Ajaccio, in 
Corsica, on August 15, 1769. But for 
the petty circum stance—petty histor 
ically—th a t his m other was a strong 
e r character than his 
father, Na po 
leon Bonaparte might have been born 
in Un gland. 
W hat a trem endous field of conjee 
ture the possibility opens up. It baf­ 
fles the historian, the philosopher, the 
psuedo prophet, to say w hat might 
or w hat might not have happened in 
th a t eventuality. 
Would 
the world 
conqueror still 
have 
been 
a wfoiid 
conqueror, translated to English soil? 
WTould he have changed the course of 
British history, as he changed that of 
F rance; or w’ould his 
genius 
have 
been frittered away in obscurity in a 
stifling Georgian atm osphere? Would 
France, after 
passing 
through the 
throes of the Revolution, 
have con­ 
tinued a republic; or w’ould France 
have 
found 
elsew here 
the 
strong 
hand to w’ield an 
imperial scepter? 
Would Germany have found in some 
other concourse of events the stim u­ 
lus to national unity thai carne from 
Napoleonic oppression 
and 
that re­ 
sulted in the W ar of the Liberation? 
These are some 
of 
the 
questions 
that beset us in 
myriads 
when w<* 
contem plate the possibilitie 
of that 
little insignificant “ if"—if Napoleon’s 
father had been a bit more persuasive 
or his m other a bit more yielding. If 
he had been born an Englishm an in 
stead 
of 
a 
Corsican 
subject 
of 
France. 
And 
on 
the train of these 
possibilities come others, an uncount 
ed and unaccountable host. 
If the 
French and not the British had won 
T rafalgar—if Grouchy instead of Blu­ 
cher had arrived at W aterloo— if Sa- 
dowa had been an Austrian victor} 
instead of a Prussian victory—if the 
issue of 
1870 
had 
been 
different. 
These are big ifs, the sort of ifs that 
set most folks speculating. 
Yret they all, anti many other great 
ifs of the last century and a quarter 
depend on the little if we cited—the 
if that traced 
Napoleon's 
career in 
F rance instead of England. On what 
little events, after all, 
do 
the lives 
and the fortunes of the w orld’s people 
hang!

According to a recent report by the 
United States bureau of labor statis­ 
tics, in the first nine m onths of 1916, 
'h ere w ere 2,580 strikes and lockouts 
as compared with 1,916 in the corre­ 
sponding period of 1915. It is expain- 
'd th at the bureau 
has 
greatly en- 
arged its 
territory 
of observation 
his year, but even 
so 
the tendency 
roward industrial troubles is disturb- 
;ng. The 
controversies 
w’eye found 
mosty in the 
territory 
north of the 
Ohio and Potomac rivers and east of 
the Mississippi, 
where 
206 
strikes 
m d six lockouts occurred in Septem ­ 
ber of this year. About one-half of 
‘hese controversies developed in four 
dates. 
#The ratio between the advance in 
:ncome and the cost 
of 
living has 
been a prolific source of friction be­ 
d e e n capital and labor. 
Food 
and 
clothing are more expensive than in 
1915, and while m any large corpora­ 
l s have voluntarily increased the 
pay of their men, 
even 
under 
the 
nost favorable 
circum stances there 
bas been 
opportunity 
for 
dispute. 
Most of the 
trouble 
developed 
in 
♦hose countries least affected by the 
Aar prosperity and which consequent­ 
ly were unable to m eet the dem ands 
of labor. In stich instances labor felt 
?specially aggrieved because 
it was 
pinched by the cost of living. 
The report shows th at up to August 
!25 strikes were ended. 
Of these 35 
vere won, 24 lost and 38 w’ere com- 
>romised. In eight the strikers retu rn ­ 
'd to w’ork under promise of the em ­ 
ployer to arbitrate the m atters in dis­ 
pute. The strikes for the nine-month 
period of 1916 extended from one day 


■O three months. The average of 82, 
is noted by the government, w’as two 
weeks. This m eans 
th at 
labor 
was 
taken out 
of 
profitable employment 
and, that 
additional 
burdens 
were 
placed on the families. Evidently a r­ 
bitration was 
not 
favored in m a n y 
cases. A rbitration does not seem to 
be increasing in popularity, and yet 
t is greatly to be desired.

Description of Log Drag.

The almost impassable condition of 
uirf roads during the winter aud spring 
months is in a majority of cases due 
to improper drainage. 
If the surface 
rd lh** road were once leveled by grad­ 
ing and the ditches properly opened up. 
then the roads dragged often enough 
to keep the ruts aud horse tracks 
lilied and tile surface level, the water 
would drain off and the road would be 
much better, writes it. It. Milligan of 
Lawrence county. 111., in Farmer's Re­ 
view. 
The water which accumulates 
upon the su rf nee of u road that is not 
level aud is improperly drained must 
stand until it evaporates or soaks into 
the soil. 
The part which soaks into 
the soil causes it to become soft ami 
miry. 
It is a very good plan to drag dirt 
roads at least once each week during 
the winter months and oftener if need- 
eiL 
I think it would be well for farm­ 
ers living on dirt roads to enter into 
ait agreement by which each man is lo 
drag the roads along land farmed by 
Iii i i i once each week. or better still 
pass laws compelling farmers to drag 
tile roads adjoining their farms. Dur­ 
ing (lie spring months the drag is the 
best as well as the cheapest tool to be 
had for assisting dirt roads to become 
dry and solid. 
There are many different types of 
road drugs on the market, but most of 
these are rather expensive for ill# 
farmer to keep for his own use. 
A 
drag that will do the work practically 
as well as any of these may be made 
by a small amount of labor and slight 
cost as follows: 
Take a log of any 
hard wood (white oak preferred), G 
to 8 feet "in length and measuring 6 
or 7 incites at the top. 
Using and or­ 
dinary maul and wedge, split it into 
two equal parts. 
Through each piece 
bore a lade.I i i or - inches in diame­ 
ter, I foot from each end.. Then bore 
another half way between these tw’o 
holes. 
Cut three round sticks, each 
3 feet long, and taper them at the 
ends so that they will tit the holes in 
the logs. 
Using these pieces, join the 
two parts of the logs together, placing 
the round sides of the logs one way 
and the ,11at sides the other. 
Boards 
may then be placed on the logs for 
the driver to stand on or to place 
weights upon, if needed. 
The round 
sides of the logs should be used in 
front aud the Hat sides behind. 
It 
should be pulled by a chain fastened 
to each end of the drag and the dou­ 
bletrees fastened in the middle of the 
diam. 
Better results are obtained if 
the chain is made longer at one end 
so the drag will run diagonally on the 
road, allowing mud and water to run 
to o^ie side. 
Tile road should be dragged once 
on each side with the driver standing 
on the outside of the drug.
